DECLARATION OF RIGHT -. 


Section 1. Ail political power is inhe- 
rent in the People, and all free governments 
are founded on their authority. 

Sec. 2. The people of this State have the 
sole right to alter or abolish this Constitution 
and form of government, whenever they 
deem it necessary tə their safety and happi- 
ness; provided, such change be not repug- 
nant tothe Constitution of the United States. 

Sec. 8. All persons are by nature free, 
and equally entitled to certain natural 
rights; among which are, those of enjoying 
and defending their lives and liberties; of 
acquiring, possessing and protecting p1op- 
erty; and of seeking and obtaining bappi- 
ness. To secure these rights, governments 


-are instituted, deriving their just powers 


from the consent of the governed. 

Sec. 4. All personshavea natural and in- 
defeasible right to worship God according 
to the dictates of their own consciences. 

No person shall be compelled to attend, 
erect or support any place of worship,

Sec. 8, No person shall be held to an-. 


swer for a criminal offense without due pro- 
cess of law; and no person, for the same- 
offense shall be put twice in jeopardy of 
punishment, nor again be put upon 
trial for the same offense after having 
been once acquitted by a jury, nor 
shall be compelled, in any criminal cause, 
to be a witness against himself. All persons 
shall, before conviction, be bailable by suf- 
ficient sureties, except for murder in the 
first degree and treason, where the proofis 
evident or the presumption great; and the 
privilege of the writ of rageas corpus shall 
not be suspended unless when, in case of re- 
bellion or izvasion, the public safety may 
require. The right of trial by jury of 
twelve persons shall remain inviolate in all 
cricainal causes. A jury in civil causes, in 
all Courts, may consist of less that twelve 
persons, as may be prescribed by law: and 
the concurrence of three-fourths of the 
whole number of the jury shall be sufficient 
for a verdict; provided that the righ# may be, 
waived: by the parties, in such manner as 
may be provided. by law. 

Hereafter a grand jury shall. consist of 
seven persons, any five of whom, concur- 
ing, may tind an indictment; provided, the 
Legislature may change, regulate, abolish 
or re-establish the grand jury system..
